liim iu (lie oireumsl;^Ileet^. The olli'.-ers 
and croAv of the steamer appear also 
to have done their dnty to the last. In 
the light of the imperfect knowledge of 
llie I'acts now al hand it iloes .--eein a 
rthousaud jjities that tlie women and 
vlkildreu were not kept aboard iubtead of 
lieing expo.sed to the frightful risk of 
cailiarkal i.iii iu the ship's lioiils in a

Them to Get Life Preservers. 

K. Case, of Elngsley, Mich , wlio was 
a survivor, witli his partner, K. K. Ferrb', 
was In the smoking rooai of th/> steamer 
when tile purser came In and told tlieiii 
quietly lliat they had lieter get out and 
secure life preservers. Tliey asked why, 
and lie took them outside and they nt 
once reallze<l wliat he meant. The water 
began pouring Into the steamer a few 
minutes after that, and the boats were 
lowered with orders from the captain 
that none bu: women ana clilldr<!n go In 
theiU, until all of these had been taken 
care of.

A half 
hour later the fliillani went on her beam 
ends mill began slnkliig rapidly. There 
WHS tin cli.-iiiei' to save Ilia vessel and the 
llolyokc ( 111 lOose and st.irted picking up 
uieii. as dill the Sea Lion. 

Tlie llolyoke took seven men from tho 
pilot's bridge. One man was picked out 
of the sea where he was cllnglni; to a 
plank, by Mute Illekiiiaii and a deckhand 
Who lanneiiral a boat. I'apl. Koheris. of 
the Cliilliini, Is among the saved, and so 
are the olTlcers who stayed by the vessel 
till tke last.

liam i'ower, who having amasscl a 
foiiuiio during the land boom nt Van- 
couver died' a few years later in the 
JEastern States, or England, I am not 
Mire where.
